Than Half of 15 Pct.

A new employment contract, pro-| 
viding for increased wages, was ap- 
proved yesterday by the union em- 
ployes of the St. Louis Public Serv- 


The contract, retroactive to June 
1, gives operators of one-man street 
cars and busses an increase of 7 
cents an hour, to 72 cents, and 
two-man crews 5 cents an hour, to 
65 cents. All other union ‘em- 
ployes, covering a variety of hourly | 
wage scales, were increased 5 cents 
an hour. 

The agreement provides for a 3ix- 
day week, instead of one day off ' 
in eight, with a guarantee of 7% 
hours a day for regular crews, and 
six hours, instead of five for men 
on “tripper” runs. There were 
only 12 dissenting votes, attribut- 
able, union officers said, to dissat- 
action’ among car cleaners, 
whose daily .MNours were reduced 
from 10 to‘eight.

ELECTRICITY TANGIBLE, COURT 
HOLDS, SO SALES TAX APPLIES 


20 Utilities in Mlinois Must Pay 
$5,000,000 a Year if Decision 
By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, July 19.—Judge: Har- 
ry M. Fisher ruled yesterday that 
electricity, along with water and 
gas, was tangible and hence taxable 
under the State sales tax. 

The ruling affects 20 utility com- 
panies and if an appeal does not 
upset the Judge’s decision they 
will be forced to pay some $5,000,000 
annually to the State. 

At a preliminary hearing before 
a master in chancery, Dr. Arthur 
H. Compton, physicist of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, and Dr. Anton 
J. Carlson of the physiology depart- 
ment, insisted that electricity was 
tangible. They agreed it had 
weight in @ power line and only 
lost weight when used. Dr. Carl- 
son added that electricity could be 
seen as in a light, felt as in a 
shock and tasted by the tongue. 

Dr. Irving Langmuir, assistant 
director of research for the Edison 
company, said electricity could not 
be tangible because it was able to 
“jump a gap between points.”

Anti-Radical Groups Smash Everything in 
Sight in Two Meeting Places Before 
a Police Arrive.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 0— 


Anti-radical groups in the San 
Francisco area were organized to- 
day against those interests which 
they hold responsible for the mass 
strike of union labor. 

Raids in San Francisco have re- 
sulted in about 300 arrests of rad- 
ical leaders and their followers on 
charges of vagrancy. Many of the 
raids were conducted by  self-ap- 
pointed vigilantes. 

The “open forum club,” alleged 
Communist meeting place and the 
headquarters of the International 
Workers of the World, were 
wrecked by vigilantes. Crowds 
gathered outside as the civilian 
raiders broké in, swinging clubs, 
and smashed everything in sight. 
Occupants of both places fled and 
by the time police arrived the raid- 
ers had vanished. 

Citizens of the other bay cities, 
including particularly leaders of 
patriotic organizations, announced 
today they were ready to follow 
the example of the San Francisco 
vigilantes. 

To Check on Citizenship. 

District Attorney Matthew Brady 
took personal charge of the prose- 
cution of those arrested in the raids 
‘Tuesday and yesterday. He asked 
in court that all trials be delayed 
until Federal officials had time to 
investigate the citizenship status of 
each defendant. Deportation, said 
Brady, would be a most effective 
weapon if it could legally be used. 

“The best way to combat Com- 
munism is to expose it,” he de 
clared. “The Communist should be 
given little fuel to work with and 
he should be given lawful penalties 
when laws are broken.”

NEW YORK CITY WINS RATE CUT 
AND FINALLY SELLS ITS BONDS 


Negotiations Completed on $58,000,- 
000 Issue After Dispute With 
- ‘Bankers. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, July 19.—The City 
of New York and the Wall street 
bankers ended their controversy 
yesterday and the city negotiated 
the sale of $58,000,000 worth of 
bonds at a rate satisfactory to the 
Comptroller. 

The sale was made to a syndicate 
comprising largely those finaricial 
houses whose bid 10 days ago was 
rejected because of the rates of 
interest prescribed. The Mayor at 
that time declared the banks . had 
“ganged on” the city. 

The original rate offered by the 
banks was more thin 4 per cent, 
but this time it was 88 per cent. 
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The board, in.a public statement, 
announced the Waterfront Employ- 
es’ Union had to submit to 
arbitration the es involved in 
the lon ’s strike and to 
be bound by its decision.. 

The board’s statement, outlining 
seven vital points, follows: 

“1. The General Commit- 
tee of the San Francisco Labor 
Council has declared itself in favor 
of immediate submission to arbi- 
tration of all questions involved in 
the dispute. 

“2. The Waterfront Bmployers’ 
Union has agreed to’ submit to ar- 
bitration by this board the issues 
in dispute in the longshore strike 
and to be bound by the decision of 
the board. 

“3. The International Longshore- 
men’s Association should agree 
likewise, and should so agree now. 

“4. Steamship companies should 
agree that, if collective bargaining 
with -elected representatives of 
their respective employes (mari- 
time workers) does not result in 
agreement, within 30 days after the 
election, steamship companies will 
submit to arbitration issues in dis- 
pute with respect to wages, hours 
and working conditions, and they 
should so agree now. 

“5. The maritime unions should 
agree likewise, and they should so 
agree now. 

“6. All strikes should be called 
off immediately. 

“7. Men should be returned to 
work without discrimination be 
cause of union affiliations or par- 
ticipation in, the strike.” 

Labor ranks split sharply today 
over arbitrating the disputes. 

Dominated by conservative labor 
leaders, the general strike commit- 
tee was reported to have reaf- 
firmed its recommendations that 
all maritime questions be submit- 
ted to arbitration. The reported re-' 
affirmation came in a heated meet- 
ing last night at which Harry 
Bridges, Australian-born militant 
leftist leader of iongshoremen, 
moved. for reconsideration of the 
proposal which was~ passed orig- 
inally over the violent opposition 
of:his faction. His motion, intended 
to prolong the general strike which 
conservative labor leaders are rap- 
idly relaxing, was twice .turned 
down—bl the chair and viva voce, 
an informant reported.

Because of the spirited contest 
for the Democratic nomination for 
United States Senator and the 
large number of candidates for 
other Democratic nominations, 
Waechter, a Democrat, said he ex- 
pected 155,000 Democratic ballots 
would be cast and 75,000 Repub- 
lican.

Supporting his prediction of so 
large a vote in the Democratic pri- 
mary, Waechter cited figures on 
the city primary of March, 1933. 
Democrats then cast 123,989 bal- 
lots and Republicans, 71,160, a total 
vote of 195,149. The Democratic 
administration since taking office 
has built an efficient organization, 
and registration is higher due to 
supplementary registrations before 
two bond issue elections and the 
regular pre-primary registration. 

In the November election two 
years ago, St. Louis cast a vote 
of 349,814. Roosevelt received 226,

| fixed minimum prices. 


Two emergencies have been de- 
clared within the last week—one 
for the wholesale and retail tobac- 
co trade and another for the, cast 
iron soil pipe industry. 

Indications were given, however, 


that: few others will be granted. 


Leon Henderson, chief of the NRA 
research and planning division, 
said emergency price-fixing would 
not cure the troubles of most in- 
dustries. 

“We are receiving requests to 
step in and solve all kinds of diffi- 
culties with emergency declara- 
tions,” Henderson said. “Some of 
them concern competitive price-cut- 
ting evils that date back 15 years. 
Price-fixing won’t help those con- 
ditions in 90 days. 

“I conceive price-fixing to be a 
means of achieving something—not 
preventing.” 

Policy of NRA. 

The emergencies in the tobacco 
trade and the cast iron soil pipe 
industry were declared under the 
NRA’s most recent announcement 
of price policy. 

That announcement said the fix- 
ing of minimum prices would not 
be allowed “except in emergencies 
‘which make such action necessary 
to halt destructive price-cutting, 
protect small enterprises, curb 
monopolistic tendencies or main- 
tain code wages and working con- 
ditions.” 

The cast iron soil pipe industry, 
Henderson said, was among those 
which had found that increased 
business under its code had 
brought a number of newcomers 
into the field, mainly in the South. 
Price-cutting was immediately un- 
dertaken by some of the older 
plants, he said, to drive out the 
new competition. 

This resulted, he added, in price 
quotations $6 to $8 below the low- 
est manufacturing costs. ° 

Can Extend Emergency. 

“We stepped ‘in and fixed prices,” 
Henderson said, “instead of wait- 
ing for the long process of acting 
through the Federal Trade Com- 
mission.

HE strike situation in San 

-Francisco seems less gloomy. 

Mr. Green, head of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor. says no 
general strike was authorized by 
his federation. Apparently he be- 
eves that striking against employ- 


ers and working conditions is one 


thing, striking against an entire city, 


is another, calling for careful 


sideration. 


San Francisco reports that Pow- 
erful steel tanks of the United 
States army, strong enough to ‘plow 
their way through brick warts and 
quite indifferent to sticks,’ stones 
and bottles thrown, have impressed 
the public, strikers and others. 


In San Francisco, afleged head- 
wuarters of Communists, called 


Mneds,” were invaded by young 


men carrying heavy clubs, wearing 
labor union badges. Communist 
headquarters were smashed, inhab- 
itants driven out, many arrested by 


police. 

Those thus inwaded, if they really 
were Communists and “reds,” were 
the victims of the “direct action” 
wr -: is understood to be what they 
hemselves recommend. They are, 
herefore, not in a position to pro- 
test against methods that ought not 
to be necessarv where courts exist. 


The General Strike Committee, 
voting 207 to 180 for arbitration, ex- 
pressed a desire. that President 
Roosevelt intervene. The President, 
for whom fish are said to be biting 
well as he sails his battleship across 
the Pacific to Hawaii, does not plan 
to intervene, and notifies Miss Fran- 
ces Perkins, his Secretary of Labor, 
that he is quite sure “common sense 
and good order” will prevail and 
lead to a “reasonable solution.” 

The President said “I have full 
confidence in the Board of Arbitra- 
tion and its agencies to arrive at a 
reasonable solution.” 


Mr. Green, head of the American 
Federation of Labor, which did not 
authorize the strike, says it is 
“strictly local in character and pos- 
sesses no national significance.” 

The able leader of organized la- 
bor in the United States is mis- 
taken about that. The strike has 
great national significance. Ameri- 
cans want to know whether the 
country is to be run by the Govern- 
ment as organized originally, or 
by privaic organizations. No one 
Questions the right to strike, but 
when organized labor says to 600,- 
000 citizens “you. may not eat or 
travel except with our permission,” 
that has much “national signifi- 
cance,” 


The general strike seems consid- 
trably to worry Gen. Johnson, 
whose NRA has been telling . em- 
Ployers that they must “bargain col- 
lectively,” that is to say, through 
union agents, with employes, wheth-~ 
er they want to or not. He now, 
tells union labor that what is hap 
pening in California will “set thr 
Clock back 10 years on labor ar- 
ganization.”

Five dia- 
monds, or three no trumps? The 
facts, as South now marshaled 
them for his own edification, were 
these. 
First. North bid two diamonds, 
showing a one no trump response 
with diamond support. (a) What 
do I need with diamond support, 
when I have six to the ace-king? 
Second. If I pass, North may be 
pitifully weak, and pass two spades. 
(a) If he bids three diamonds, 
where am I? , 
Third. If I bid three diamonds, 
North, lacking a spade stopper, may 
be unable to bid three no trumps, 
and we may miss a game in dia- 
monds.. 
Fourth. If I bid four diamonds, 
I shut out a game in no trumps. 
(a) Oh, rats! I might as well try 
for game in diamonds. 
It’s evident, of course, that North 
and South havé a game in no 
trumps, but East's favorable distri- 
bution will probably lead him to 
sacrifice with four hearts. South,
